It was to his initiative after hts

ment of telegraphing the state crop 
•eturns to tbe central weather stations

nine states, and having 


these telegrams duplicated at once and 
mailed to the newspapers and agricul- 
tural publications, Under 
this 
plan 


newspapers in 30 additional states v 
now receive full details of the state 
crops far more quickly ihan would 
possible If these state crop details were 
put in the mails in "Washington and 
had to travel by train long distances to 
the more remote states. 


Under this plan the general summary 


of the crops for the United States will, 
as heretofore, be issued in Washingto: 
for telegraphic 
distribution. It 
has 


been found, however, that the condi- 
tions of crops within their particular 
states 
are- of especial value to ths 


farmers and producers, to whom the 
conditions in their own state arc im- 
portant in the marketing of their prod- 
uce.

bureau in each state, and within a feu 
minutes after the crop figures for th 
state arc completed In "\Vnshington tha

act with . expedition

provisions of law laid down there- 
in; and if you follow Che language 
as expressed In the last paragraph 
of section 11, them would b'c no 
opportunity for withdrawal; and 
by implication, therefore, I would 
say that if you do so act, as it is 
provided in section 11 aforesaid, 
then, in that case, it is my opin- 
ion that withdrawals are preclud- 
ed according to said section 11. 


It is my opinion, then, In mak- 


ing a comparative analysis of thc 
various provisions of law concern- 
ing the subject matter, that by 
implication, a. withdrawal is pre- 
eluded,—provided, 
however, 
you 


immediately prepare and cause to 
be provided the ballots for such 
preliminary election, as provided 
in said section 11 of chapter 64a, 
acts of 1311. 


I would advise, therefore, that at 


any time between the time suc- 
ceeding 5 o'clock in the afternoon 
of thc last day of filing statements 
and petitions for any office, as pro- 
videu In said chapter 645 of thc 
acts of 1911. ami the time "when 
you shall prepare and cause to be 
provided the ballots to be used at 
such preliminary election," it would 
be your .duly to accept a with- 
drawal. In no case should you ac- 
cept a withdrawal after you have 
prepared and .caused to be pro- 
vided the ballots to be used ;it the 
preliminary election, following out, 
therefore, the injunction laid down 
in said section 11, chapter 615, acts 
of 131J. and in the event of a per- 
son who has filed a statement and 
petition 
for nomination desiring 


to withdraw his name from nomi- 
nation, I would require him to set 
forth in writing his withdrawal, 
and the same to be signed and 
sworn to by him. 


The above reference concerns 


only preliminary elections, or in 
other words primary elections, and 
has no bearing whatever upon the 
question of withdrawals of nomina- 
tions at a city election other than 
preliminary elections, and at such 
city elections you are to follow 
the provisions of law with regard 
to withdrawals 
as laid down in 


section'206, chapter S35 of the acts 
of 1313.
